(ur work to date has consisted primarily of preparing serologicsl reagents that
will distinguish the antigenic factors in these stralns, and we are now proceeding
to cross them to diseover how they are inherited.

In praliminary experimsnts, segregation of antigens has been cbserved. This
would place bacterial imminogensties on the same basis as the mammellan blood groups,
and implies that the sematde and flagellar antigens are contrélled by the same
sort of chromosomal genes thad regulate the rast of the bactarlal phenotyps.

Different somatic antigons may be non-allslic. Hybrids hawe heen produced which
display a somntis antigen from ona pavent; a flagnilax antigen from the othsr.
